It is a personal conclusion, 
based on observation during the 
1952 and 1956 campaigns, that the 
one person most responsible for 
the Eisenhower campaign’s ability 
to communicate with the never 
really formulated, never-articulate 
wishes and yearnings of the elec- 
torate was Mr. Hughes. To be 
sure, he had a powerful symbol. 
It irritates some of the President’s 
friends to read or hear it said 
that Mr. Eisenhower was, and is, 
‘‘a father symbol.’’ But he was, 
and is. And there can be no more 
priceless political asset in times 
of trouble and national anxiety. 
(Even in 1952 the American people 
were spending more on tran- 
quilizers than on education.) Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. in 1952, and 
President Eisenhower in 1956, were 
reassuring figures. The Eisen- 
hower personality was, and is, a 
great rock in a weary land. Many 
pilgrims rest themselves and their 
caravans in the shade of it. 


“‘But,”” protested the President’s 
friends, “he never advertised 
himself as any father symbol nor 
thought himself to be.”’ 


And this, of course, is true. He 
didn’t. But he could not have 
prevented the reaction he _ in- 
spired. It is an intangible quality. 
In Mr. Eisenhower it was en- 
hanced and glorified by his suc- 
cess as commander of the Allied 
armies which won the war. It is 
not possible to dissect out this 
quality and examine it at the 
typewriter, on the editor’s desk, 
or in the political scientists’ lec- 
ture theater. But it is there. And 
in politics, lucky is he who 
owns it.

But we have strayed from Mr. 
Hughes. He sometime ago re- 
signed from Fortune and became 
associated with the corporate in- 
terests of Nelson Rockefeller, gov- 
ernor of New York State. And 
while it may be imagination, it 
seems to me I can see his hand 
in Rockefeller strategy and ora- 
tory. The governor is to make 
speeches. Mr. Hughes, who put 
into Mr. Eisenhower’s addresses 
the words and moods which had 
an undeniable communication 
with the people who listened, will 
have a hand in Mr. Rockefeller’s. 


And you want to know some- 
thing? 


Mr. Nelson Rockefeller too, has 
a touch of the father image about 
him. It is not so impressive as 
that of Mr. Eisenhower’s, but it 
is there. Mr. Hughes, we may 
be sure, knows this. 


A word to the wise is this: 
Those who keep their eyes on the 
quiet, slow stalking of the rare 
beastie, ‘‘Nominatio,’’ to be hunted 
this summer in the Chicago stock- 
yards, will find the spectacle di- 
verting and rewarding.

BERLIN—East German Com- 
munists published Sunday propos- 
als for an interim settlement of 
the West Berlin problem, a ma- 
jor item on the agenda of the mid- 
May summit meeting in Paris. 


The Communist draft, published 
in the East Germany party paper 
Neues Deutschland, would permit 
the allied garrisons to remain in 
Berlin for the time being. The 
plan called for a “gradual reduc- 
tion of military forces and a step- 
by-step abolition of the occupation 
Status.”’

A spokesman for the West Ger- 
man government immediately re- 
jected this part of the Communist 
proposal. *‘We don’t want a step- 
by-step reduction of allied respon- 
sibility in Berlin,’”’ he said. 

Other points in the interim pro- 
gram were a ban on the station- 
ing of nuclear weapons in Berlin 
and an end to anti-Communist sub- 
versive and propaganda activities.

Under terms of the Railway La- 
bor Act presidential action in nam- 
ing an emergency board serves 
to delay any overt moves by either 
side for 30 days while the emer- 
gency board holds hearings and 
makes its recommendations, and 
for an additional 30 days for nego- 
tiations on the recommendations. 


The unions seek a wage increase 
of 25 cents an hour, plus improved 
vacation, holiday and welfare pro- 
visions. The workers presently 
average $2.40 an hour. The rail- 
roads have proposed a wage cut 
instead. Two other disputes cloud 
the railroad labor relations pic- 
ture. 


ENGINEERS’ DECISION 


In one, locomotive engineers are 
engaged in an arbitration proceed- 
ing in Chicago with the nation’s 
railroads on wages and other 
terms. The outcome of this, bind- 
ing on both sides, could be a pat- 
tern for wage settlements with 
other train unions. 


Railroad management proposals 
to change work rules also are 
being negotiated in a separate dis- 
pute with the operating unions.

With arrival today of the postponed 
deadline for filing state and federal in- 
come tax returns, millions of people again 
are aware that running our governments 
today is by far the biggest business in 
America. 


As routine as it has become to deplore 
big spending by the federal government, 
it may be a surprise to some that over- 
all spending on the state and local levels 
has increased in the past decade at a far 
greater percentage rate. 

The “explosion” and shift of popula- 
tion in the South, for instance, plus the 
growing demand for governmental serv- 
ices, have led the region’s governments— 
city, county and state—to increase their 
capital outlays sixfold in the past 12 
years. 


According to a study by Alfred P, 
Johnson, economist for the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Atlanta, capital spending 
by state and large city governments in 
Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Tennessee amounted to 
only 150 million dollars in 1947. In fis- 
cal 1958—12 years later—these same gov- 
ernments had capital expenditures total- 
ing 928 million. 

Reports of the study in the bank’s 
Monthly Review for April reveal that 
while new and higher taxes now are 
yielding more revenue than ever before, 
capital outlays have risen much more 
rapidly than have revenues. This means 
some heavy borrowing has been going on. 
Bonds to build schools and roads and for 
other purposes in the six states totaled 
more than three billion dollars during the 
1955-59 period. 

The Atlanta field office of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce reports, for ex- 
ample, that Georgia’s ‘nonguaranteed” 
debt has grown by more than 9,000 per 
cent in the past 10 years. The increase 
from $3,332,000 in 1949 to $308,495,000 
last year is the nation’s greatest rate of 
gain. 

Yet the department analysis shows 
that total state expenditures have risen 
by 211 per cent in the 10 years while 
tax collections have gone up only 180 per 
cent. 

While a detailed analysis is not pos- 
sible here, it is obvious that demand for 
government services continues to rise and 
that as long as this remains true, tax bills 
will be higher. 

Demands for better schools, roads, 
bridges and utilities accompany growth of 
the economy and the population. They are 
not gifts, however, and must be paid for 
in taxes as your payments to state and 
federal governments today prove.

Cause of Justice Aided 
By Up-to-Date Docket 


Criminal Court Judges Charles Wof- 
ford and Charles Bruce continue to do 
an excellent job of bringing cases to trial 
as soon as possible and disposing of those 
that had cluttered the docket for years. 

Court records are free of cases booked 
before 1956. The two judges tried ap- 
proximately 6,500 cases last year and ex- 
pect to try far more this year. 

Unjustified postponements in any court 
render a disservice. Witnesses often move 
away or simply disappear. Time dulls the 
memories of some who could have given 
valuable testimony if they had been 
called upon to do so soon after the case 
was made. 

The cause of justice is better served 
when disposition of charges is made as 
soon as possible, a fact which Judges Wof- 
ford and Bruce not only recognize but 
have acted in accordance with in their 
courts,

Planning for Peace Is 
A Delightful Objective 


Naming a committee of seven scien- 
tists and economists by the Democratic 
Advisory Committee to plan now for the 
transition from a defense to a peaceful 
economy in event of world disarmament 
is a good move. 

While the chances for world disarma- 
ment any time soon seem quite remote, 
the nation would be wise to make plans 
for such an eventuality. Certainly we 
should not gear all our thinking to a per- 

‘manent condition of cold war lest we be 
bound permanently to a cold war econ- 
omy. 

Today’s military spending at a rate of 
40 billions a year does have a tremendous 
impact on the economy. There is justified 
fear that drastic curtailment of such 
spending would cause severe disloca- 
tions. Such need not be the case, however,

If all nations come to 
understand that, disarmament and peace 
may be possible.

Increasing Production 
Is Vital to U.S. Future 


Secretary of the Treasury Anderson 
said in a speech the other day that US, 
production must be increased by 50 per 
cent in the next 10 years if the United 
States is to remain competitive with the 
Soviet Union. Some experts consider his 
estimate conservative. 


This would represent a much more 
rapid rate of annual growth—5 per cent 
a year—than we've experienced in the 
past decade. In fact, it would be more 
rapid than the average in the nation’s 
history—3 per cent a year. 


The truth is—as much as we dislike 
admitting it—the economies of the Soviet 
Union and that of Western Europe have 
been growing at a much more rapid rate 
than our own. Our competitive position 
already has been reduced by static fac- 
tors and rigid formulas about which the 
nation is reluctant to do anything. For the 
past three or four years the actual rate of 
growth by some measurements has been 
as low as 1 per cent. 


While the Soviet Union is still far 
from being equal to the United States in 
production, its rate of growth is such and 
its ability to channel such growth into 
competitive areas is so marked that Pre- 
mier Khrushchev’s confidence of win- 
ning the struggle of “competitive coexist- 
ence” is more easily understood. 


Where is the stimuli to come from to 
accelerate the U.S. rate of growth to 5 
per cent per year? And if it can be stimu- 
lated, what measures will be taken to in- 
sure our competitive position with the 
Soviets in the world? 

The answers still must be found. Un- 
less they are found, then indeed will we 
have cause to worry.

FCC Comes Alive 
Under New Chief 


WASHINGTON—It looks as though the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission is coming out 
of its long hibernation. The liberating views of its 


new chairman, Frederick W. Ford, is giving the FCC, which is sup- 
posed to regulate television and radio, a fresh lease on life~and an 


opportunity to redeem itself. 

This is encouraging to everyone 
who would like to see the com- 
mission become a positive force 
to rescue the public from egre- 
giously bad programming. 

This significant change is right 
here: 

Former chairman John Doer- 
fer, who resigned recently one 
step ahead of being publicly 
pushed by the President, constant- 
ly centered his attention on what 
he thought the FCC couldn’t do, 
stated that he was “confused” 
about his powers, never asked 
Congress to clear him up, opposed 
the Harris Committee recommen- 
dations which would have done 
so and said repeatedly that it is 
wrong to consider “program bal- 
ance” in relationship to the public 
service radio and television are 
licensed to perform. 

New chairman Frederick Ford 
is a healthy dissenter from these 
do-nothing views, He is telling the 
public and the industry and his 
fellow commissioners that a read- 
ing of the whole statute and all 
court decisions — not just a few 
of them—gives the commission a 
large concern with over-all pro- 
gramming. His approach is posi- 
tive, not negative. 

Chairman Ford put his view this 
way a few days ago: 

“When the commission is faced 


with a problem indicating the 


need for«orrective action, the 
fundamental question in my mind 
is not whether the commission 
has the authority to take correc- 
tive action but it is to determine 
precisely what remedy is required 
and whether it is the commis- 
sion’s responsibility to apply that 
remedy. If it should then appear 
that further statutory authority is 
needed before the remedy is ap- 
plied, it becomes the commission's 
obligation to inform the Congress 
of that fact and propose the neces- 
sary legislation.” 


Ford declares that the FCC has 
the right to review a ‘“‘station’s 
past programming and its pro- 
posals for the future’’ in order to 
determine whether its future op- 
eration “‘would serve the public 
interest.” In fact, he adds, “a 
positive duty to undertake such 
consideration is indicated. The 
commission is properly concerned 
with the question of whether a 
particular station's program 
structure, including advertising, 
considered on an over-all basis, 
fulfills the needs and interests of 
the community in which he has 
been licensed to operate.”’ 

This is a welcome and overdue 


change in the leadership of the 
commission.

Yet to millions of Christians 
that event was not merely hvu- 
man.

The Truman thesis is a little 
too cynical for the young intel- 
lectual Democrats. They respect 
the intelligence of Stevenson, Ken- 
nedy and Humphrey. They do not 
respect the intelligence of Sym- 
ington. They think of him as an 
attractive sport and they do not 
relish the idea of another ‘‘staff 
president,’’ even though they con- 
cede that he might win. 

Moreover, it is not only that 
Kennedy, Humphrey and Steven- 
son have more respect for one 
another than they do for Syming- 
ton but that they have more sup- 
port among the new generation of 
Northern governors in the Dem 
ocratic Party.

No Dearth 
Of Water 


Seen Here 


By FRANK WELLS 
Enough water is used by Metro- 
politan Atlanta communities every 
day to cover a city block to a 
depth of 75 feet—90 million gal- 
lons. 


And there is enough water 
around Atlanta to continue to 
serve a growing community as 
far as ‘scientists can see into the 
future. 


Lawrence E. Newcomb, hydrau- 
lic engineer, and Joseph T. Calla- 
han, district geologist, both of the 
U.S. Geological Survey here, have 
surveyed the needs and the sup- 
plies of water for the area and 
published their findings in the 
spring issue of the Georgia Min- 
eral Newsletter, published by the 
Georgia Geological Survey. 


Most of the area’s water needs 
are supplied by the Chattahoochee 
River. with 65 million gallons 
each day being pumped out by the 
Atlanta waterworks alone. The 
Atlanta waterworks supplies At- 
lanta, Hapeville, and unincorpo- 
rated areas of Fulton County— 
about 600,000 people and 2,000 in- 
dustries. 


DeKalb County’s water system, 
which supplies about 160,000 peo- 
ple, also pulls its water from the 
Chattahoochee at the rate of about 
16 million gallons a day. 


East Point and College Park get 
their water from Sweetwater 
Creek, a tributary to the Chatta- 
hoochee. 

A LOOK TO FUTURE 

The water scientists look to the 
future: ‘‘Atlanta will need a lot 
more water as time goes on. It 
is one of the fastest growing cities 
in the Southeast—between 1950 
and 1958 the population in the me- 
tropolitan area increased 31 per 
cent! On Oct. 10, 1959, the popu- 
lation reached one million, and 
the best estimate is that by 1970 
it will exceed one and one-quarter 
million.” 


By that time, the water experts 
say, Atlanta area water systems 
will have to pump 130 million gal- 
lons of water a day. If industrial 
use increases at the same rate as 


municipal use, it will reach 22 
million gallons per day by 1970, | 
and that doesn’t include power. 
plant use. | 
SOME USE WATER 

But the old Chattahoochee, which | 
has an area of 1,450 square miles | 
above Atlanta to draw on, has an 
average flow of 1,600 million gal- 
lons a day, and the water used ‘in 
Atlanta goes right back into the 
river after treatment at sewage 
plants—water for the industries 
down river, such as the Atkinson 
plant. 


The scientists sum up: ‘Met- 
ropolitan Atlanta’s firm 
supply, the amount which can be | 
relied upon virtually 100 per cent | 
of the time, now consists of 400 
million gallons a day from the 
Chattahoochee River, about 25 
million gallons a day from small 
streams and perhaps 20 million 
gallons a day from wells... . 


“The quality of water in Atlan- 
ta streams is good—low in dis- 
solved solids and very soft. ... 
Atlanta streams are relatively 
free of pollution; very little un- 
treated sewage or industrial waste

Miss Ella J. Baker, executive 
director of the Christian Leader- 
ship Conference at Raleigh, vol- 
unteered a denial to newsmen that 
there was any conflict between 
her organization and the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People.

he hasn’t in the past, and won’t 
in the future. 


In other states the job is being 
done by professionals—hired his- 
torians or ‘“‘impressarios’’ who 
can coordinate activities, initiate 
action, get people ‘and things to- 
gether. 


Also, in other states there is a 
great deal more money available 
than $10,000, In Virginia the Leg- 
islature has provided over a mil- 
lion dollars. 


Last week—months and even 
years after the same thing had 
been done in other states—Geer 
offered the job of executive di- 


rector to a young Georgia history |. 


professor. The professor is ex- 


—maybe Monday—if he’ll take the 
job. 


If he does (if he doesn’t it will 
be someone else; Geer is anxious 
to get someone in hurry now) 
he’ll have his work cut out for 
him. Georgia is going to have to 
run like mad between now and 
next January to catch up with 
her neighbors. (Not only neigh- 
bors are competing: among the 
states that already are preparing 
for that Centennial are Arizona, 
Wisconsin, Montana, Michigan and 
Maine. All told, 41 states have 
functional centennial commis- 
sions. ) 


DROP IN BUCKET 


The $10,000 Gov. Vandiver has 
made available for the commis- 
sion is just a drop in the bucket.

Mata Hari Is Out of Date; 


Girl Spies Are Scientific Now 


By BETTY REEF 

NEW YORK (WNS) — Want 
to be a girl spy for the FBI? 

Boris Morros, the Hollywood 
‘producer involved with a Soviet 
“spy ring for 10 years as under- 
cover agent for the FBI, recom- 
mends the work. He says there 
are opportunities for women. 


“You must realize that Mata 
Hari of old days is no more,”’ 
“said Mr. Morros, an aging, bald- 
‘Ing, charming little man with 
‘a Russian accent. He once 
«played fiddle for the Czar. 


-- “Spying is not so romantic 
today but more dangerous and 
scientific. Also more _ interest- 
ing. So I think women who get 
not enough thrills otherwise 
from life can find outlet here,”’ 
he said. 


In the United States, spying 
‘is not necessarily a life work, 
‘as it is in Iron Curtain coun- 
tries where once in, you're 
trapped for good, he continued. 


A FADEOUT 
“The trouble is that when you 
leave this work, it is a fadeout 
-and a normal life is dull by 

. Comparison.”’

He came 
to know such puzzling figures 
as Martha Dodd, daughter of 
our ambassador to Germany, 
who became first a Nazi, and 
later a Communist agent, he 
told me. 


Why do such women become 
traitors to the free institutions 
of their youth? 


WELL-HEELED 


Not poverty, said Mr. Morros, 
for these women were well- 
heeled. They are mentally and 
emotionally distorted and ‘‘they 
are man-crazy,” he explained. 


“I brought to our government 
a copy of a letter Hitler wrote 
to the Gestapo. He asks for a 
good-looking agent, who speaks 
very well English, to have an 
affair with the daughter of Am- 
bassador Dodd, And he wrote in 
parenthesis ‘it’s not hard.’ She 
was a pretty young kid with 
lonely life. 

“The Russians had the same 
idea and looked for a handsome 


member of their secret police 
to win her over. 
? 


“Neither could find the ideal 
man. But the Nazis introduced 
her to one of their best fliers, 
whose roommate was a Gestapo 
member. Martha became a 
Nazi. Then the Russians round- 
ed up a married tennis player, 
whose wife shared him for the 
good of the cause. 


“This was considered so no- 
ble that this wife was called 
Saint Helen by all the Commu- 
nist disciples, and her word was 
an order of the first degree,”’ 
continued Mr. Morros. “‘Martha 
became a Communist, and she 
stays emotionally involved with 
him.” 

RUN AWAY 

“Ten years later, Martha 
runs away and is found back in 
the arms of her tennis player 
in Moscow! Now, she and her 
husband, Alfred Stern, are in 
Prague. She edits a magazine 
in English and her poor hus- 
band is a sickly hypochondriac. 


In contrast to such ‘‘patholog- 
ical women,”’ Mr. Morros men- 
tioned his former secretary, ac- 
tually an FBI agent. 


“She's the most interesting 
human being I ever met. Nice 
looking, brilliant. To work for 
me anc make it look genuine, 
she had to learn show business.

To assist housewives in their 
spring cleaning and to inform 
them of safety measures for 
fire prevention, the Atlanta 


Fire Department has _inau- 
gurated a home inspection 
service. 


“At the request of any house- 
wife,”’ Chief Guthrie said, ‘‘we 
will be happy to inspect the 
home, explain any hazards and 
tell her about safeguards for 
home fire safety.”’ 


The service, he continued, be- 
gan on April 4 and will be avail- 
able until Oct. 1. 

OLD NEWSPAPERS 


*“Most people have a tenden- 
cy to let old newspapers and 
magazines, broken furniture, 
old clothing and old paint cans 
accumulate in the basement or 
attic during the winter months,” 
according to Chief Guthrie. 
“The danger in this is that these 
items are combustible and 
many home fires start in the 
basement or attic.”’ 


The fire chief also cautioned 
against letting closets get 
crammed full of clothes and oth- 
er articles, and warned that all 
inflammable liquids should be 
“tightly sealed in metal con- 
tainers.”” Combustible articles

should never be stored near any 
heating apparatus. 


Gasoline, contrary to some 
housewives’ penchant for keep- 
ing a little handy for cleaning 
spots from floors and clothing, 
should never be used in the 
house. A noncombustible cleans- 
ing fluid is recommended, Chief 
Guthrie said, adding that the 
husband’s gasoline for lawn 
mower and outboard motor 
should be kept in a tightly 
closed metal can in the garage. 


INSPECTION SERVICE 


The home fire inspection serv- 
ice was started in April in con- 
junction with the Keep Atlanta 
Beautiful Month, sponsored an- 
nually by the Women’s Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


After tersely stating that ‘‘it’s 
better to clean up than burn 
up,” Chief Guthrie commented 
that the cost of fires in the 
home last year was approxi- 
mately $7,000,000. 


“Our fire loss, over-all, for 
the first two months of this 
year has been $192,000; of that 
total, $105,000 of the loss oc- 
curred in the home. This is a 
low figure, as far as fire loss 
is concerned — only 37 cents 
per capita, while it was $2.98 
per capita for the same period 
last year.”” 


18 LIVES 


Fire claimed 18 lives and 
three million dollars in proper- 
ty loss in Atlanta last year. In 
90 per cent of the fires, the 
cause was a combination of 
matches, lighted cigarets, and 
litter. 


Mrs. Evilo Doster, chairman 
of the Women’s Chamber of 
Commerce litterbug committee, 
said litter-caused fires cost 
more than 70 million dollars 
in the United States annually. 


“The real culprit is careless- 
ness — carelessness of people,”’ 
she emphasized. 


She classified careless people 
as: the man who dozes off any- 
where, any time, holding a light- 
ed cigaret; the lady who tidies 
up constantly and empties ash 
trays with smoldering cigarets 
into the trash can full of com- 
bustible rubbish; the teen-ager 
who lights a match to poke into 
the dark closets for her best 
formal.

PARIS (AP)—Automobile mag- 
nate Roland Peugeot never saw 
the kidnapers of his son, Eric, 
when he paid the ransom that ob- 
tained the boy’s freedom. 


The kidnapers were reported to 
have asked $100,000 ransom. Peu- 
geot has not said how much he 
paid. 

Police said Sunday the ransom 
payment was arranged last Thurs- 
day in a district near the Arch 
of Triumph. They said Peugeot’ 
was instructed over the telephone 
by the kidnaper to stand near the 
arch with the ransom in a brief- 
case beneath his left arm. A man 
would come up behind him and 
say “keep the key” and take the 
briefcase. 


Peugeot was there at the ap- 
pointed time. The man came up, 
gave the password and added 
twice, ‘Don’t turm around.” Then, 
he fled. The boy was abandoned 
on a sidewalk and discovered by a 
passerby eight hours later. 


Police added to several clues 
they have collected since a na- 
tionwide manhunt started when the 
boy was freed. The latest was the 
discovery of two fingerprints on 
a letter sent Peugeot by the kid- 
napers. Police believe there were 
two men and a woman. Slight 
traces of lipstick were found on 
another letter from the kidnaper.

Forgiving South Reported 
Drifting Back to Johnson 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Nearly all 
is forgiven and nearly all of the 
South is drifting back to Senate 
Democratic Leader Johnson of 
Texas. 


There was a time during the 
debate over the civil rights bill 
when it looked as if Johnson might 
lose a sizable chunk of the South’s 
352 Democratic presidential nomi- 
nating ballots. 


The logic of Southern politicians 


is not always accountable. They 
have demonstrated in the past 
that they sometimes would rather 
vote for an all-out enemy of what 
they call their way of life than 
for a man they felt should be 
with them but wasn’t. 


In the early and middle stages 
of the Senate’s two-month consid- 
eration of the civil rights bill, 
Johnson caught what-for from the 


erate, reasonable, voting rights 
bill. 


Now the 18 Southern senators 
who voted against final passage 
are circulating among themselves 
a roll-call analysis, showing that, 
from their viewpoint and on things 
they thought really mattered. 
Johnson voted with them more 
than 80 per cent of the time on 
the 1957 and 1960 civil rights bills. 


This and other developments 
were enough to lead Gov. Almond 
of Virginia to give Johnson a cau- 
tious pat on the back recently. 
Almond’s action delighted Sen. 
Byrd (D-Va), who stuck with 
Johnson all along but had begun 
to fear that he couldn’t line up 
Virginia’s 33 convention votes for 
the Texan. 


If Virginia now goes for John- 
son in the early balloting, as ex- 
pected, many other Southern del- 
egates are likely to fall in line 
when the chips are down. 


Tennessee already is in line, 
with Gov. Ellington making 
it clear Johnson will get that 
state’s 33 convention votes. Flor- 
ida’s 29 votes, listed for favorite- 
son Sen. Smathers, apparently 
will be on tap for the Senate ma- 
jority leader when he wants them. 


The diehard 18 Southern sena- 
tors gave the back of their hand 
to all of Johnson's rivals for the 
\party presidential nomination,

The Southerners’ claim that

Parent RCA Also Involved 
In Prepared Owner Shift

WASHINGTON—tThe Justice department is making 
an intensive antitrust investigation of two big television 


station deals made recently 


Radio Corporation of america. 


One contract calls for NBC to’ 
swap its wholly owned television 
and radio stations in Philadel- 
phia for Boston stations owned 
by RKO General Inc., and for 
RCA to sell its stations in Wash- 
ington to RKO General for $11,- 
500,000. 


The second step by NBC and 
RCA is to acquire an independent 
station in San Francisco, KTVU. 


MUST BE APPROVED 


Together, these two proposals 
constitute perhaps the biggest re- 
arrangement of station properties 
in television’s short history. The 
antitrust questions are intricate 
and important. 


All the exchanges and purchases 
must be approved by the Federal 
Communications Commission be- 
fore they can be consummated 


In addition, under an antitrust 
consent decree signed last Sep- 
tember the Justice Department 
has a right to object to the con- 
tracts on antitrust grounds. If it 
does, the deals cannot be closed 
unless the federal district court 
in Philadelphia. approves. 


30-DAY LIMIT 


RCA and NBC formally notified 
the Justice Department’s antitrust 
division of the various proposals 
last Friday. The department now 
has 30 days to decide whether it 
will object. 

Actually, the department had 
been informally advised of the 
contracts made weeks ago by 
RCA officials. Since then several 
men have been working on the 
matter. The department’s top of- 
ficials—including Atty. Gen. Rog- 
ers—have been following the in- 
vestigation closely. 


The Justice Department has re- 
quested, and received, numerous 
documents from RCA, and agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation have interviewed a large 
number of witnesses all over the 
country. 


The antitrust issues go back to 
the suit which was settled by last 
September’s consent decree. 

The suit, brought by the Jus- 
tice department in 1956, charged 
RCA and NBC with conspiring 
to obtain television stations in 
five of the eight biggest markets 
in the country. The network al- 
ready had the top three of those 
—New York, Los Angeles ‘and 
Chicago.

Bulk Prices 
Hit Peak; 
Foods Lead 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Whole- 
sale prices soared in March to an 
alltime peak, reflecting higher 
costs of farm products and food, 
the Labor Department reported 
Sunday. 


Government economists said 
this means the average consum- 
er’s living costs probably climbed 
to a new recordehigh last month, 
too. 


It may point to a new round 
of retail price increases from 
now until mid-summer, the eco- 
nomists said. 


The wholesale price index 
jumped six-tenths of 1 per cent in 
March—the largest monthly rise 
in two years—to 120.0 per cent of 
the 1947-49 average. This equaled 
the record high set last April. 


Raw winter weather in March 
pushed up prices of livestock, 
meats and eggs and vegetable 
prices moved up seasonally,’ the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics said. 


It said gasoline costs also rose 
substantially but other non-farm 
commodities were unchanged or 
declined in price.

State Banks’

State-chartered banks in Geor- 
gia at the end of 1959 reported as- 
sets and deposits were higher 
than a year earlier and the ratio of 
loans to total deposits and assets 
showed an increase.

Ratio of total loans 
to total assets was 41.4 per cent at 
the end of 1959, as compared with 
39.7 per cent at the close of 1958. 


The report said ratio of total 
capital funds to total assets, 8.7 
per cent, and total common capi- 
tal to total assets, 2.6 per cent, 
remained unchanged in _ 1959.

(AP)—Police mobilized all their 
forces in South Africa Sunday to 
prevent or crush a week-long Ne- 
gro work boycott called for Mon- 
day. 


Warnings went out to Negroes 
that they face loss of their jobs 
and banishment to native reserves 
in the interior if they join the 
boycott called as a protest against 
white supremacy laws. 


A real showdown, however, may 
wait until Tuesday. Easter Mon- 
day is a work holiday for most 
people. 


The stay-at-home movement was 
ordered by the now-outlawed Afri- 
can National’ Congress in an ef- 
fort to pressure the Nationalist 
government into easing its segre- 
gation policies, abolish its pass 
system for Negroes and release 
jailed leaders of the banned Afri- 
can organizations. 


The Johannesburg Golden City 
Post, a Sunday paper for Negroes, 
said Johannesburg police already 
have arrested a large number of 
Africans for distributing stay-at- 
home pamphlets.

Flemming Cites 


Accord on Aged 


(Copyright 1960 by the New York Times Co ) 
WASHINGTON —. Secretary of Welfare Flem- 
ming said Sunday that the administration, although di- 
vided on how to provide medical care for the aged, is 
agreed that older persons have ‘“‘a real problem.” 


after rejecting a proposal by 
Flemming for medical-care leg- 
islation. 


DEMOCRATS PUSH 


The secretary reiterated the ad- 
ministration’s opposition to a com- 
pulsory health insurance program 
under Social Security. He said 
any program should be voluntary, 
building on private insurance cov- 
erage with federal payments on 
behalf of those who could not af- 
ford to pay the full premiums. 


Democrats in Congress are push- 
ing for medical care for the 
elderly under Sociay Security and 
have agreed to try to press a 
limited bill of this kind, even 
though it faces a veto. 


More maneuvers on the medi- 
cal-care issue—the hottest polit- 
ical issue in the country, accord- 
ing to many observers—are ex- 
pected in Congress this week. The 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will be meeting on:a So- 
cial Security revision bill. 

RIGHTS PASSAGE SEEN 


This is also likely to be the 
week that sees the end of the 
civil rights marathon of 1960. The 
House is scheduled to act Thurs- 
day on a Senate-passed bill lim- 
ited largely to the protection of 
Negro voting rights. 


Sen. Ellender (D-La.) echoed 
Sunday the statements of Senate 
liberals who called the civil rights 
measure a defeat for them. He 
said the outcome of the debate 
was ‘a victory for the South, 
although I would have preferred 
that no bill at all be passed.” 


To take up the civil rights meas- 
ure, the House will probably have 
to interrupt its debate of a $4,- 
038,500,000 foreign aid authori- 
zation. Foreign aid bills always 
produce much ‘acrimonious talk. 


Not much is expected to be 
dene in either House Monday be- 
cause the Washington Senators 
and the Boston Red Sox open the 
American League season ‘here.

5,000 Indians paraded through 
downtown New Delhi Sunday 
protesting against next week's 
visit by Premier Chou En-Lai of 
Red China. 


The procession was part of a 
nationwide demonstration organ- 
ized by Jana Sangh, a right-wing 
Hindu party. It had two avowed 
purposes. 


One was to protest the fact 
Prime Minister Nehru invited 
Chou to New Delhi to discuss 
the Indian-Chinese border dispute 
without prior withdrawal of Com- 
munist Chinese troops from 12,- 
000 square miles of territory 
claimed by India. 


The other was to warn Nehru 
against conceding any territory 
during Chou’s six-day visit begin- 
ning Tuesday. 


_The demonstrators marched 
five and six abreast, waving ban- 
ners and shouting slogans.

Atlantans who have not been 
exposed to Berman through his 
records or appearances on the 
Paar or Ed Sullivan shows will 
be able to catch him Saturday 
in “‘All Sides of Shelly Berman” 
at the Tower Theater. 

The Berman touch came the 
hard way. He was a struggling 
serious actor for ten years be- 
fore turning to comedy. 

“Serious acting wouldn't ac- 
cept me,” he said. “I tried a 
little experimental stuff and then 
got a start in a club in Chicago, 
my home town.” 

What is the Berman touch? 

“Most of my things are based 
on human foibles and man’s in- 
humanity to himself,’’ he said. 
“IT talk about the guy who drops 
his cuff link. But there’s a little 
more to it. He’s late for an ap- 
pointment that may be the turn- 
ing point of his life. And the 
cuff link doesn’t just drop by his 
foot . . . it rolls under the 
dresser. 

“It’s an illustration of man’s 
inability to cope with circum- 
stance. 

Berman employs the tlephone 
as a device for talking to an 
imagined person. Some say he’s 
done more for that instrument 
than anyone since Don Ameche. 
It is not a new device. 

“And I certainly don’t claim 
te have been the first to use it,’’ 


he said. “George Jessell and 
many others did the same thing. 


But I do claim not to have 


“eopied it.”
